Preliminary  Points. 

The  facts  in  this  Manual  make  it  worthy  of  a  careful 
reading,  and  even  study,  by  all  our  Baptist  people.  No 
such  general,  yet  complete,  tho  condensed  view  has  ever 
been  published  before.  Everyone  at  all  interested  in  our 
denominational  work,  pastor,  church  and  Sunday  School 
officer,  teacher,  and  many  others,  young  people  especially, 
should  have  a  copy  and  preserve  it  for  continual  reference. 

The  pastor  and  the  young  people  might  see  to  its 
distribution.  Where  there  is  no  Young  People’s  Society, 
the  pastor,  or  some  one  in  the  church  should  see  that  each 
family  is  supplied  with  a  copy. 

The  Hand-Book  has  been  arranged  not  only  for  read¬ 
ing  and  reference,  but  as  a  brief  textbook  for  study.  The 
Young  People  will  find  these  ten  lessons  both  interesting 
and  profitable.  It  is  recommended  and  earnestly  urged 
that  a  part  of  each  Young  People’s  meeting  on  ten  con¬ 
secutive  Sunday  evenings  be  devoted  to  this  work.  Longer 
lessons  may  be  taken  if  thought  best.  There  should  be  a 
good  attendance  of  both  young  and  older  people;  it  will 
pay.  To  see  how  greatly  this  education  is  needed  let  any¬ 
one  try  to  answer  the  questions  in  the  last  pages  without 
first  reading  the  Hand-Book.  Make  this  work  a  study  if 
possible  or  practicable.  But  the  facts  given  will  be  help¬ 
ful  to  everyone  even  where  the  study  together  cannot  be 
carried  out. 

In  the  “Five  Year  Program”  adopted  at  Los  Angeles 
in  1915  a  great  but  not  impossible  task  is  outlined.  For 
the  accomplishment  of  this  task  a  wider  and  deeper  inter¬ 
est  is  needed.  Information  will  increase  interest.  The 
facts  in  this  Hand-Book  will  greatly  help.  Every  Baptist 
should  be  well  acquainted  with  them.  To  work  out  the 
first  and  second  goals  of  this  program,  every  seven  or 
eight  members  should  win  one  soul  for  Christ  every  year; 
and  one  member  in  each  church  consecrated  to  special 
service  for  Christ,  should  be  a  result  for  which  all  should 
pray  and  work;  at  least  for  one  in  every  three  hundred 
members  on  an  average. 

LESSON  I. 

General  Statistics. 

There  is  a  Baptist  World  Alliance  with  a  total  of  over 
7,000,000  members. 
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There  is  also  a  General  Convention  of  the  Baptists  of 
North  America  with  6,300,000  members. 

Of  greater  and  more  particular  interest  to  us  is  our 
Northern  Baptist  Convention,  organized  at  Oklahoma  City- 
in  1908,  meeting  annually  usually  in  May,  numbering  over 
1,500,000;  gain  annually  about  50,000.  It  comprises  34 
Northern  States.

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the  corresponding 
body  for  Southern  white  Baptists,  including  Oklahoma  now. 
Missouri  and  the  District  of  Columbia  are  related  to  both 
Conventions. 

Altogether  we  have  in  the  United  States  nearly  52,000 
Churches,  and  over  6,100,000  members.  There  are  about 
2,000  Associations.  One  State,  Georgia,  has  195  Associa¬ 
tions  with  nearly  600,000  members;  another,  Texas,  has 
200  Associations  with  nearly  500,000  members;  over  1,000,- 
000  Baptists  in  these  two  states. 

A  new  Church  is  organized  about  every  60  hours  and 
a  new  Church  house  built  about  every  40  hours. 

We  have  14  Theological  Seminaries,  101  Universities 
and  Colleges,  118  Academies,  Seminaries  and  Institutes, 
and  eleven  Training  Schools. 

We  publish  over  100  papers,  periodicals,  magazines, 
etc.  Every  Baptist  family  should  take  “Missions, ”  Ford 
Building,  Boston,  Mass.,  (fifty  cents  in  clubs),  and  some 
other  good  denominational  paper,  to  be  well  informed  and 
have  a  live  interest  in  our  Baptist  work. 

We  have  30^  national  educational  and  missionary  or¬ 
ganizations  and  170  state  organizations,  besides  55  char¬ 
itable  institutions,  including  22  orphanages,  11  hospitals, 
and  22  homes  for  widows  and  aged  men  and  women.  This 
Hand-Book  will  show  mainly  the  northern  work. 

LESSON  II. 

The  Northern  Baptist  Convention. 

This  body  is  composed  of  representatives  of  Baptist 
Churches,  Baptist  State  Conventions,  and  officers  and 
members  of  the  Boards  of  Managers  of  the  Co-operating 
organizations  as  follows:

In  addition,  the  Convention  has  two  boards,  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  the  Ministers  and  Missionaries  Benefit 
Board,  and  a  Commission  on  Young  People’s  Work. 

The  picture  on  the  front  cover  shows  these  relations 
plainly  and  is  worth  a  careful  study.  The  Convention  con¬ 
sists  mainly  of  the  above  five  bodies,  and  the  other  three 
are  related  to  it.  Delegates  from  the  Churches  attend  di¬ 
rectly  the  Associations,  the  State  Conventions,  and  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention.  To  the  N.  B.  C.  there  are 
also  delegates  from  the  State  Conventions,  but  not  from 
the  Associations.  The  State  Conventions  are  made  up 
mainly  of  delegates  from  the  churches  and  the  Associa¬ 
tions. 

Every  Church  has  a  direct  relation  to  the  five  Mis¬ 
sionary  Societies  given  above,  and  may  be  represented  in 
the  meetings  of  each  by  one  or  more  delegates.  They  are 
not  far-off  organizations  having  no  relation  to  us,  but 
are  really  our  hands  for  giving  the  “Bread  of  Life”  to 
the  world.  If  we  withhold  our  gifts  from  the  Societies  we 
leave  the  multitudes  to  starve  forever.  “Give  ye  them 
to  eat,”  Jesus  said. 

Appropriations  for  these  Societies  and  for  Christian 
Education,  State  Convention,  Ministers’  Aid  and  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  make  up  the  general  denominational 
budget,  a  part  of  which  is  apportioned  to  every  church  as 
equitably  as  possible.  The  amounts  for  the  two  Woman’s 
Societies  are  now,  in  what  is  called  the  unified  budget,  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  general  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  Societies,  leaving  seven  general 
objects  to  which  churches  are  asked  to  give.  Of  the  united 
Home  and  Foreign  budget  the  women  are  expected  to 
raise  40  per  cent  for  Home  Missions  and  37  per  cent  for 
Foreign  Missions.  These  percentages  are  divided  among 
the  local  women’s  societies  as  each  church  may  agree,  but 
distinct  credit  in  meeting  their  apportionment  is  not  given 
them  until  the  full  Home  and  Foreign  budget  is  raised. 
All  given  by  church,  women,  W.  W.  G.,  children,  S.  S., 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  or  individuals  apply  on  all  these  apportion¬ 
ments,  unless  otherwise  designated. 
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Our  Five  Year  Program  calls  for  a  large  advance  in 
gifts  to  missions  and  other  benevolences,  and  every  church 
should  honestly  and  earnestly  endeaver  to  do  its  part, 
raising  its  apportionment  and  if  possible  adding  15  per 
cent  each  year  to  its  previous  giving.  Money  should  be 
sent  in  monthly  or  quarterly  installments  to  save  the  So¬ 
cieties  an  immense  amount  of  interest  each  year.  Send 
all  offerings  to  the  general  treasurers  given  in  this  Hand- 
Book,  unless  more  particular  direction  is  given.  All  the 
Societies  have  splendid  literature  on  their  work,  some  of 
it  free;  write  to  headquarters  of  each  Society  for  it. 

Only  general  officers  and  secretaries  of  these  Societies, 
giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work,  are  salaried.  An 
immense  amount  of  labor  is  done  and  considerable  expense 
borne  gratuitously  by  unsalaried  officers,  such  as  state 
and  district  officers  of  the  women’s  Societies  and  members 
of  boards  and  committees  in  the  service  of  all  the  Societies. 
Is  it  reasonable  for  us  who  have  none  of  this  work  on  our 
hands  to  cry  out  against  the  expense  of  administration? 

For  the  Ministers  and  Missionaries  Benefit  Board  Rev. 
E.  T.  Tomlinson  is  the  Executive  Secretary.  Send  all 
money  for  Ministers’  Aid  to  him,  23  E.  26th  St.,  New  York. 
This  fund  now  amounts  to  $1,300,000,  the  income  from 
which  will  be  used  for  aged  and  needy  ministers,  a  begin¬ 
ning  toward  our  right  treatment  of  these  worthy  men. 
Too  long  have  they  been  neglected.  Some  other  denomina¬ 
tions  are  doing  far  more  than  we  are.  Let  every  church 
make  offerings  for  this.  It  is  one  point  in  our  Five  Year 
Program.  We  are  to  increase  the  fund  to  $2,000,000  by 
1921. 

The  Convention  has  Commissions  or  special  Commit¬ 
tees  on  City  Mission  Problems,  Evangelism,  Moral  and  Re¬ 
ligious  Education,  Social  Service,  Young  People’s  Work 
and  the  Five  Year  Program.  This  last  work  has  been 
committed  mainly  to  the  National  Committee  of  Northern 
Baptist  Laymen,  F.  W.  Ayer,  Chairman;  P.  H.  J.  Lerrigo, 
Field  Secretary,  662  Fifth  Ave.,  Bldg.,  New  York  City. 

Some  most  important  points  about  each  Society  will 
follow. 


LESSON  III. 

1.  American  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society. 

In  1812  Adoniram  Judson  and  Luther  Rice  went  to 
India  as  Congregational  Missionaries.  From  a  study  of 
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their  Bibles  on  the  long  ocean  voyage  they  became  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  truth  of  the  Baptist  position,  and  upon  bap¬ 
tism  after  reaching  their  destination  they  became  Baptist 
missionaries.  This  led  to  the  organization  of  this  great 
Society  in  1814.

The  home  field  of  this  Society  is  divided  into  fifteen 
districts,  nine  of  these  being  maintained  jointly  with  the 
Home  Mission  Society. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  carried  on  in  the  non-Chris¬ 
tian  world  in  ten  missions,  which  are  located  in  eight 
countries,  namely,  Burma,  Assam,  South  India,  Bengal- 
Orissa,  China  (3),  Japan,  Belgian  Congo  and  the  Philip¬ 
pine  Islands.  Assistance  is  also  given  the  cause  of  the 
Baptists  in  eight  countries  of  Europe.  Only  as  we  give 
to  this  Society  can  we  carry  out  our  Lord’s  Command,  “Go 
ye,  and  teach  all  nations.” 

The  Society  supports  726  missionaries  in  the  non- 
Christian  world,  including  190  by  the  Women’s  Society,  and 
the  total  expenditures,  including  the  amount  spent  in 
Europe,  is  about  $1,000,000  annually.  Increase  one- 
thousand-fold  in  a  hundred  years.  More  than  6,000  native 
workers  assist  the  missionaries. 

There  are  in  round  numbers  185,000  church  members 
in  the  ten  non-Christian-world  fields  and  145,000  in  Europe, 
making  a  total  of  330,000.  The  missionaries  in  all  fields 
report  usually  about  14,000  baptisms  annually.  The  war 
has  cut  this  down  some.  For  this  great-world-wide  work 
we  must  either  “go”  or  “give.”  The  work  on  the  mission 
fields  is  of  four  distinct  kinds,  Evangelism,  Education,  Med¬ 
ical  Missions  and  Industrial  Training.  The  spirit  of  evan¬ 
gelism,  however,  pervades  them  all. 

Of  every  dollar  given  for  this  work,  fourteen  cents  is 
taken  for  home  expense,  but  twenty-five  cents  is  added 
from  invested  funds,  making  the  amount  sent  abroad  not 
less  than  the  people  give  but  more;  111  per  cent  of  all  the 
people  give  is  sent  to  the  fields.  This  is  a  wonderful, 
though  little  known  truth,  and  should  greatly  encourage 
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our  giving.  The  old  statement  that  “it  takes  a  dollar  to 
send  a  dollar”  is  thus  shown  to  be  a  rank  falsehood. 

LESSON  IV. 

2.  The  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society. 

The  women  organized  two  foreign  mission  Societies 
in  1871,  one  in  the  east  and  one  in  the  west.  These  two 
became  consolidated  in  1913  under  the  above  name,  and 
this  combined  Society  was  co-ordinated  with  the  other  So¬ 
cieties  co-operating  with  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
in  1914.

The  Society  is  organized  in  ten  districts  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  carrying  on  the  work  on  the  home  base.  Each  of 
these  districts  has  its  own  Board  of  Managers,  and  officers, 
including  treasurer.  These  officers  are  all  volunteer  and 
serve  without  pay. 

The  missionaries  appointed  and  supported  by  this  So¬ 
ciety  (190)  take  their  Commissions  from  the  American 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society.  Besides  supporting  these 
190  missionaries,  the  Society  makes  grants  for  work  to 
eighty  of  the  wives  of  missionaries,  and  has  395  Bible 
women  at  work.  The  work  with  women  and  children  in 
the  homes  on  the  mission  fields  has  been  given  almost  en¬ 
tirely  to  this  Society.  Total  annual  expenditures  about 
$350,000. 

The  Society  has  four  main  lines  of  work,  Evangelism, 
Education,  Medical  Missions  and  Industrial  Schools.  The 
work  in  the  homes,  reaching  the  women  and  children,  is 
especially  great,  and  one  no  other  Society  can  do  so  well. 

Each  State  has  a  Woman’s  Secretary,  with  a  Secre¬ 
tary  for  Girls  and  Young  Ladies  and  a  Children’s  leader; 
each  Association  a  Secretary,  with  a  leader  for  Young 
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Women  and  Children,  and  every  church  should  have  a 
Missionary  Society,  working  and  giving  for  both  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions.  Every  family  should  take  “Mis¬ 
sions. n 

New,  interesting  and  efficient  organizations,  related 
to  both  the  Women’s  Societies  and  working  to  help  both, 
are  the  W.  W.  G.  or  World  Wide  Guild  of  Worth  WTiile 
Girls,  Executive  Secretary,  Miss  Alma  J.  Noble,  200  Bryant 
St.  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Miss  Helen  Crissman,  Field  Secretary, 
and  the  C.  W.  C.  or  Children’s  World  Crusade,  Miss  Mary 
Noble,  Secretary,  200  Bryant  St.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  The 
W.  W.  G.  set  for  their  aim  in  the  “Five  Year  Program” 
3,000  Chapters.  They  now  have  over  3,080  Chapters,  the 
first  in  the  race  of  all  to  reach  and  exceed  their  goal. 

LESSON  V. 

3  The  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1832.  Offices  23  E. 
26th  Street,  New  York.

There  are  fifteen  districts  in  the  home  field,  nine  of 
them  administered  jointly  with  the  Foreign  Mission 
Society.  The  Society  has  three  main  departments  of  work 
as  follows: 

1.  Missionary.  Last  year  1274  missionaries  and 
teachers  were  supported  wholly  or  in  part  at  a  cost  of 
$700,000.  The  work  is  done  along  five  lines:  (1)  Amer¬ 
icans — hundreds  of  churches  helped  in  the  support  of  pas¬ 
tors  every  year.  (2)  Foreigners — -work  among  twenty- five 
nationalities,  including  twelve  distinct  bodies  and  over 
70,000  members.  (3)  Negroes — Three  times  more  numer¬ 
ous  than  at  the  close  of  the  war,  more  Baptists  among 
them  than  of  any  other  faith,  yet  in  great  need  of  teach¬ 
ing.  (4)  Indians — seventeen  tribes  and  nearly  5,000  mem¬ 
bers.  (5)  Spanish  people  of  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  Mexico,  and 
Central  America. 

In  its  eighty-six  years  there  have  been  over  300,000 
baptisms,  about  7,000  Churches  and  13,000  Sunday  Schools 
organized  and  over  11,000,000  religious  visits  made.  Last 
year  there  were  12,002  additions,  6,722  by  baptism  and 
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5,280  by  letter  and  experience,  a  splendid  missionary 
record! 

A  department  of  evangelism  has  been  inaugurated  and 
general  and  state  evangelists  are  being  appointed  as  con¬ 
ditions  and  means  permit. 

2.  Church  Edifice.  Hundreds  of  Churches  have  been 
helped  to  build  houses,  through  gifts  and  loans — nearly 
3,000  in  all — 67  last  year;  over  $1,300,000  in  all  so  ex¬ 
pended.  Few  Churches  in  the  western  part  of  our  coun¬ 
try  that  have  not  been  aided  in  some  way  by  this  Society 
and  many  in  the  east  also.  A  sense  of  gratitude  and 
proper  appreciation  of  the  magnitude  of  its  work  should 
make  us  all  glad  to  contribute  to  the  Society. 

3.  Educational.  The  Society  supports  wholly  or  in 
part  thirty-one  schools  as  follows:  Among  the  Negroes, 
thirteen  higher  and  ten  secondary  schools;  among  the 
Indians,  two;  among  the  Mexicans,  Porto  Ricans  and  Cu¬ 
bans,  three;  Slavs  and  Hungarians,  three.  Over  8,000 
pupils  were  enrolled  last  year,  and  300  conversions  of 
pupils  were  reported.  The  main  object  of  these  Christian 
schools  is  to  provide  capable  and  consecrated  leaders  for 
these  peoples. 

Income  form  invested  funds  of  the  Society  more  than 
balances  all  expense  of  administration,  so  that  every  dollar 
given  by  the  people  is  increased  rather  than  diminished, 
the  same  as  in  the  Foreign  Mission  work. 

LESSON  VI. 

4  The  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

The  women  organized  two  Home  Mission  Societies  in 
1877,  one  in  the  east  and  one  in  the  west.  These  two 
Societies  were  consolidated  under  the  above  name  in  1909, 
and  became  Co-ordinated  with  the  other  Societies  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention.

The  Society  has  ten  districts  with  three  departments — 
Missionary,  Educational,  and  the  Training  School.  It  has 
supported  408  missionaries  and  teachers  during  the  year 
at  a  cost  of  about  $265,000. 
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This  Society  is  doing  a  greatly  needed  work  among 
some  twenty  nationalities  in  city  and  frontier  missions, 
mill  and  mining  communities,  and  at  the  immigrant  land¬ 
ing  places,  also  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  Central  America, 
Mexico  and  Alaska.  The  work  through  its  missionaries 
in  the  homes  of  the  colored  people  in  the  South,  the  In¬ 
dians  in  the  West,  the  newly  arrived  immigrants  and  the 
people  generally  is  of  untold  worth,  and  can  be  done  by 
no  other  Society  so  well.  The  history  of  some  of  these 
Home  workers,  like  Miss  Joanna  P.  Moore,  is  as  wonder¬ 
ful  as  the  story  of  work  in  the  foreign  fields,  and  both  are 
more  interesting  than  a  novel— -truth  stranger  than  fiction. 

The  Training  School  at  Chicago  is  doing  a  great  work 
in  preparing  workers  for  home  and  foreign  fields,  and  as 
pastors’  assistants  and  church  and  city  missionaries.  Over 
765  young  women  have  been  graduated  from  the  school. 
An  endowment  fund  is  planned  and  has  been  commended 
by  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention. 

Each  state  has  a  Woman’s  State  Director,  and  a  State 
Director  for  work  among  girls  and  young  ladies,  in  most 
states  known  as  the  W.  W.  G.  or  World  Wide  Guild  work. 
A  leader  in  each  state  for  the  children’s  work  is  also  a 
part  of  the  plan.  Each  Association  has  a  Woman’s  Direc¬ 
tor,  and  many  Associations  have  a  Director  in  charge  of 
work  among  young  women  and  children,  and  every  church 
should  have  a  missionary  society  working  and  giving  for 
both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  “Missions”  should  be 
taken  by  all.  One  woman’s  Missionary  Society  in  each 
church,  with  a  strong  Committee  on  Foreign  work  and 
another  on  Home  work  would  be  a  good  arrangement. 

LESSON  VII. 

5.  The  American  Baptist  Publication  Society. 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1824  and  its  offices  are 
at  1701  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.

There  are  a  number  of  districts  and  Secretaries  and 
each  state  has  a  Sunday  School  Secretary,  in  charge  of 
S.  S.  and  Young  People’s  work.  Five  general  departments 
of  work: 
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1.  Publishing.  The  Society  has  printed  thousands  of 
copies  of  religious  books,  millions  of  pages  of  helpful  Sun¬ 
day  School  literature,  and  is  a  mighty  institution  for  the 
spread  of  the  gospel.  Its  output  averages  1,300,000  period¬ 
icals  and  one  book  each  week.  It  maintains  nine  branch 
houses,  which  are  distributing  centers.  Out  of  the  profits 
of  this  department  all  the  running  expenses  of  the  Society 
are  met.  The  Society  is  not  a  private  concern;  it  belongs 
to  the  denomination.  Not  an  individual  gets  a  single 
penny  of  the  profits,  aside  from  salaries  of  officers  and 
employees.  Every  cent  of  the  profit,  above  the  running 
expense,  goes  into  the  missionary  fund  to  add  wings  to 
our  gifts,  thousands  of  dollars  this  way  every  year.  Not 
a  penny  of  our  gifts  to  the  Society  goes  for  expense.  This 
is  worth  remembering. 

2.  Missionary.  The  Society  has  a  material  equip¬ 
ment  of  171  Colporter  and  Missionary  Workers,  36  Col- 
portage  Wagons,  25  Automobiles,  3  Gospel  Cruisers  and  7 
Chapel  Cars. 

In  ninety-four  years  there  have  been  over  200,000  con¬ 
versions,  56,000  baptisms,  1,900  churches  organized,  16,000 
Sunday  Schools  started,  23,000  Institutes  held,  47,000  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  aided  by  grants  and  12,000  pastors  helped. 
All  this  at  an  annual  expense  of  about  $250,000;  a  great 
work!  This  branch  of  the  work  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Home  Mission  Society. 

3.  Bible.  Millions  of  Copies,  or  portions  of  the  Bible, 
have  been  printed  and  circulated.  Thousands  have  been 
given  away,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  by  the  missionaries 
of  all  the  Societies,  the  Publication  Society  furnishing 
them,  and  more  would  be  if  the  means  were  provided. 
Every  year  15,000  applications  are  refused  for  lack  of 
funds.  About  8,000,000  people  in  the  United  States  are 
destitute  of  any  part  of  the  Word  of  God.  Surely  Bap¬ 
tists  who  believe  so  in  the  Bible  should  give  more  for  this, 
that  it  may  reach  farther.  The  Society  is  the  only  agency 
for  the  printing  of  the  Bible  in  this  country  in  our  de¬ 
nomination.  We  should  know  and  remember  this  and  give 
accordingly.  One-third  of  every  Bible  dollar  is  given  to 
the  Foreign  Mission  Society  for  Bible  work  abroad.  In 
addition  the  Society  pays  a  portion  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Bible  Colporters  of  the  China  Baptist  Publication  Society. 
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This  branch  will  be  continued  and  enlarged. 

4.  Education.  Rev.  W.  E.  Chalmers  is  the  Secretary. 
This  is  a  great  field  of  instruction  in  teacher  training, 
summer  vacation  schools,  institutes,  Junior  and  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work,  etc.  This  deparmtent  will  be  greatly  reinforced  and 
strengthened  under  the  new  plan. 

5.  Social  Service,  and  Brotherhood  work,  Dr.  S.  Z. 
Batten,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  Another  large  field.  This  is  also 
transferred  to  the  H.  M.  S. 

Under  a  new  co-operative  arrangement  between  the 
Publication  Society  and  the  Home  Mission  Society  the 
former  transfers  all  of  its  missionary  work  to  the  latter, 
except  Bible  and  tract  workers,  its  Colporters  to  be 
known  as  Colporter-Missionaries,  the  P.  S.  aiding  in  their 
support  from  the  profits  of  its  business  department  and 
income  from  trust  funds,  while  these  workers  are  to  do  all 
they  can  to  dispose  of  the  books  and  literature  of  the  Pub¬ 
lication  Society.  The  fifth  department  of  the  P.  S.,  that 
of  “Social  Service”,  is  also  to  be  transferred  to  the  H.  M. 
S.,  leaving  practically  only  departments  1,  3,  and  4  of  the 
above  to  the  Publication  Society,  special  stress  to  be  put 
on  the  first,  making  this  the  great  publishing  plant  of  the 
denomination.  The  two  Societies  will  unite  in  the  support 
of  State  Secretaries  where  needed,  and  all  districts  of  the 
two  Societies  will  be  “joint.”  Much  of  this  is  new,  and 
the  above  may  be  variously  modified  as  the  work  goes  on. 

LESSON  VIII. 

This  lesson  will  cover  two  lines,  General  Education  and 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  work. 

1.  Education.  Baptists  from  the  beginning  have  be¬ 
lieved  in  and  done  much  for  this.  In  1911  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  organized  a  Board  of  Education,  con¬ 
sisting  of  twenty-one  members,  to  develop  our  educational 
work  in  all  its  phases.  The  Board  maintains  an  office  at 
706  Ford  Building,  Boston,  Mass.  ✓  The  Chairman  is  Dr. 
Ernest  D.  Burton,  the  Executive  Secretary  Dr.  Frank  W. 
Padelford,  and  the  Field  Secretary  Rev.  W.  J.  Sparks,  at 
present  in  the  service  of  the  Laymen’s  Committee.  The 
Board  is  endeavoring  to  create  a  new  educational  interest 
among  Baptists.  And  this  is  needed. 

Our  offerings  for  education  will  help  to  make  hun¬ 
dreds  of  better  workers  in  our  churches,  besides  scores  of 
preachers  and  missionaries.  Our  goal  in  the  Five  Year

Program  is  1000  Theological  Students,  and  15,000  students 
enrolled  in  colleges,  one  for  every  100  members  in  all  our 
Baptist  Churches.  For  literature  about  education,  schools, 
colleges,  etc.,  address  the  Baptist  Board  of  Education,  706 
Ford  Building,  Boston,  Mass.  A  splendid  work  is  being 
done.  Six  or  seven  colleges  were  aided  the  past  year.  Of 
the  $6,000,000  goal,  $4,268,000  has  been  pledged  for  en¬ 
dowment  and  equipment.  Remember  the  last  Sunday  in 
February  each  year  as  Baptist  Education  Day,  and  Day  of 
Prayer  for  all  Schools. 

2.  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  of  America. 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1891  and  is  doing  much 
for  the  Young  People  of  our  churches.  Their  work  in  the 
territory  of  the  N.  B.  C.  is  under  the  joint  direction  of  the 
Young  People’s  Commission  of  the  N.  B.  C.,  appointed  in 
1910,  and  the  Education  Department  of  the  American 
Baptist  Publication  Society.

It  holds  a  great  Convention  in  summer  each  year. 
Some  states  hold  annual  Conventions  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and 
Sunday  School  combined,  and  many  Associations  hold 
smaller  meetings  of  a  similar  kind  to  great  profit. 

There  should  be  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  or  Young  People’s  So¬ 
ciety  of  some  kind  in  every  church,  holding  with  interest 
and  profit  the  devotional  meetings,  with  some  plan  of 
studying  the  Bible,  Stewardship  and  Missions.  The  “Stand¬ 
ard  of  Efficiency”  schedule  should  be  adopted  by  all  Young 
People’s  Societies,  60  per  cent  a  “Striving”  Society,  80  per 
cent  a  “Star”  and  100  per  cent  the  “Standard.”  The  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  can  help  much  in  many  ways: 

1.  Holding  a  Sunday  night  service  in  absence  of  pastor. 

2.  Going  as  a  team  to  some  outside  point. 

3.  Local  aid  work  where  needed. 

4.  Missionary  box  or  barrel  sent  off. 

5.  Support  a  Native  Preacher. 

6.  A  pupil  in  foreign  or  Indian  school. 

7.  Share  in  pupil  in  Training  School. 

8.  Studying  this  Hand-Book — reading  Bible  through. 

9.  General  programs,  special  days,  etc. 

10.  Monthly  offering  for  Missions,  etc.,  etc. 
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The  literature  of  the  Society,  including  “Young  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Service  Quarterly,”  and  “Junior  World,”  both  of 
which  ought  to  be  in  every  Baptist  family,  especially  where 
there  are  Young  People  and  children,  come  from  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Society.  Write  to  headquarters  for  anything  needed. 

LESSON  IX. 

State  Conventions,  Associations,  and  City  Mission  Societies 

Each  state  has  a  Convention,  composed  of  delegates 
from  the  churches  and  Associations,  holding  its  annual 
meeting  usually  in  the  fall.  Two  states  are  divided  into 
tv/o  Conventions,  Illinois  and  California. 

Interesting  and  helpful  organizations  in  connection 
with  most  conventions,  and  meeting  at  the  same  place  with 
them,  are  the  Ministerial  Association,  the  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Conference,  and  sometimes  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  each 
with  usual  officers. 

The  missionary  work  of  most  State  Conventions  is 
done  in  co-operation  with  the  Home  Mission  Societies,  the 
Publication  Society  and  the  Associations.  The  H.  M. 
Societies  aid  to  a  considerable  extent  the  work  of  the  Con¬ 
ventions  in  the  support  of  pastors  and  missionaries  and  in 
building  church  houses.  The  Publication  Society  helps  in 
Sunday  School  work,  in  grants  of  literature  and  in  other 
ways. 

This  is  our  nearest  home  field  and  work  and  should 
have  our  generous  support.  The  work  of  these  thirty-six 
State  Conventions  is  enormous,  and  calls  for  a  large  part 
of  our  effort  in  the  home  land,  and  we  will  be  strong  or 
weak  as  a  denomination  as  we  help  these  State  fields.  A 
good  book  on  this  work  is  “The  Commonwealths  and  the 
Kingdom.”  Write  the  Publication  Society  for  it. 

Every  state  has  a  number  of  Associations.  These  are 
made  up  of  delegates,  or  messengers,  from  the  churches, 
and  are  the  most  largely  attended  of  any  of  our  general 
meetings.  Officers:  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer.  There 
are  frequently  connected  with  the  Association  a  Woman’s 
Missionary  Conference,  a  Ministers’  Association,  and  an 
Associationai  Young  People’s  Organization  and  Sunday 
School  Convention,  each  with  its  usual  officers.  The  Asso¬ 
ciation  “minutes”  give  all  these  organizations  and  officers 
and  a  record  of  all  the  work.  Some  Associations  have  a 
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missionary  supported  entirely  by  themselves  or  in  part  by 
the  State  Convention. 

Baptist  City  Missions  were  first  prominently  heralded 
by  the  story  of  the  successes  of  the  Baptist  City  Mission 
of  Newark,  N.  J.,  published  in  1868.  With  the  marvelous 
growth  of  urban  life,  this  form  of  Christian  activity  is  in¬ 
creasingly  claiming*  the  attention  of  our  wisest  workers. 
Almost  every  large  city  and  many  of  the  smaller  cities 
have  a  Baptist  City  Mission  Society. 


The  Church  with  its  pastor,  deacons  and  members  is 
the  basis  or  unit  in  all  our  denominational  system. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  completeness  and  efficiency 
of  our  denominational  organization,  yet  all  on  the  Bible 
principle  of  perfect  voluntariness,  study  again  carefully 
the  picture  on  the  front  cover  page.  See  how  the  churches 
are  the  roots  of  it  all. 

Every  church  can  have  a  voice  in  every  Association, 
State  Convention,  fhe  Northern  Baptist  Convention  and  all 
the  general  Societies  described  in  this  book,  but  none  of 
these  organizations  can  dictate  to  the  largest  or  the  small¬ 
est  church  in  the  denomination  what  it  shall  or  shall  not 
do.  They  are  for  advice,  counsel,  encouragement  and  effi¬ 
ciency  purely.  They  may  recommend  but  not  command. 
With  all  our  liberty  and  independence  there  is  yet  a  won¬ 
derful  unity;  a  spirit  of  willing  acquiescence  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  that  gives  us  a  marvelous  denominational  solidarity.

Five  Appealing  Lines  of  Work. 

1.  State  Missions.  Kansas  is  still  a  great  field  for 
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missionary  endeavor.  Six  whole  counties  have  no  Baptist 
Church,  and  in  four  others  our  churches  are  little  more 
than  a  name.  About  $15,000  is  expended  for  this  work 
each  year,  in  aiding  weak  churches  to  support  pastors, 
build  meeting  houses  and  other  lines  of  state  work.  The 
Convention  voted  to  raise  $20,000  the  past  year.  A  twenty- 
five  per  cent  advance  is  expected  this  year.  This  amount 
must  come  mainly  from  churches  and  individuals.  Only 
261  churches  gave  last  year.  How  much  more  could  be 
done  if  all  would  give. 

The  Home  Mission  Society  aids  $1500  and  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  also  helps  some.  About  70  churches  are 
helped  every  year.  Last  year  90  pastors  and  general 
workers  were  aided.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  was  not  held  the  past  year  on  account  of  an  epidemic 
of  Influenza,  the  only  meeting  missed  in  58  years.  This 
makes  the  work  harder.  Let  every  church  give  more 
largely.  Send  all  money  for  State  Missions  to  Rev.  J.  T. 
Crawford,  Parsons,  Kansas. 

Men  and  women  should  give  liberally  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  while  they  live  and  remember  it  in  their  wills.  Prop¬ 
erties  of  failing  churches  should  be  turned  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  in  trust.  “Rally  Day”  for  the  Convention  comes 
the  last  Sunday  in  September.  Each  church  is  allowed 
one  delegate  for  each  50  members,  or  fraction  over,  each 
Association  one  delegate,  and  individuals  may  become  life 
members  and  delegates  by  payment  of  $20. 

2.  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  This  work  is 
largely  under  the  direction  of  S.  S.  Secretary  J.  M.  Gurley, 
Topeka,  Kans.  Send  all  offerings  for  the  Publication  So¬ 
ciety  to  him.  A  great  work  is  being  done  by  Bro.  Gurley 
in  holding  Rallies,  Institutes  and  Conventions.  Every 
church  should  make  a  good  offering.  All  Sunday  Schools 
also  should  help,  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.’s. 

3.  The  Women.  State  Secretary  for  Women’s  For¬ 
eign  Work,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Workman,  Winfield,  Kans.;  State 
Director  for  Women’s  Home  Work,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Cassidy, 
Wichita,  Kans.;  State  Director  for  the  W.  W.  G.  or  work 
for  Girls  and  Young  Women,  Miss  Olive  Russell,  Derby, 
Kans.  Of  the  unified  budget  the  women  and  girls  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  raise  40  per  cent  for  Home  and  37  per  cent  for 
Foreign  work,  tho  they  may  give  more  or  less  as  each 
church  may  decide.  All  money  should  be  sent  to  Rev.  G.  W. 
Cassidy,  1005  Schweiter  Bldg.,  Wichita,  Kans. 

4.  Education.  Our  interest  in  Education  centers  most 
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naturally  in  our  two  splendid  schools,  Ottawa  University, 
Rev.  S.  E.  Price,  President,  and  the  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  at  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  Rev.  P.  W.  Crannell, 
President,  also  the  Training  School  for  Women  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  These  schools  make  an  ideal  arrange¬ 
ment  for  Baptists  in  our  state.  Few  states  are  so  favor¬ 
ably  situated.  Parents  should  send  their  children  to 
Ottawa  University,  and  students  for  the  ministry  in  all 
this  middle  west  should  go  to  the  Kansas  City  Seminary, 
and  women  also  to  this  nearer  at  home  Training  School. 
The  $400,000  fund  for  Ottawa  is  progressing  well.  A  debt 
of  $60,000  must  be  raised.  The  Education  Board  has  re¬ 
cently  pledged  $40,000  of  this. 

We  should  remember  these  schools  in  our  prayers, 
gifts  of  money  and  pupils.  Send  all  money  for  Christian 
Education  to  Rev.  S.  E.  Price,  Ottawa,  Kans.  Two-thirds 
will  go  to  the  Universtiy  and  one-third  to  the  Seminary, 
unless  otherwise  designated. 

5.  Papers.  Last  but  by  no  means  insignificant  are 
our  religious  papers.  Every  Baptist  family  in  the  state 
should  take  “The  Word  and  Way,”  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  $2, 
or  the  “Standard,”  Chicago,  also  the  “Kansas  Baptist.” 
Write  the  Secretary,  Bro.  Crawford,  about  this.  Single 
subscription,  25  cents;  in  clubs,  10c.  This  little  paper  is 
the  organ  of  the  State  Convention  and  explains  the  Con¬ 
vention  work.  There  should  be  a  large  club  in  every 
church.

be  an  everlasting  monument  in  a  perpetual  work  for  God. 
By  this  plan  we  may  yet  speak  after  death,  our  money 
not  dying  with  us,  but  living  on  and  working  for  God  when 
our  individual  labors  cease.  Many  never  thought  about 
this  but  allowed  their  money  to  die  when  they  did.  The 
Societies  give  surprising  rates  of  interest,  and  no  tax. 
Think  this  over  and  write  them  about  it.  Let  some  of 
your  money  live  and  work  for  God  when  you  have  to  quit. 
And  “do  it  now.”  Your  money  will  bring  you  good  inter¬ 
est  while  you  live,  and  then  go  on  working  for  God.
